DR. O. M. BALL 
“ When I was 21 I wa* on the 
great plains of Oklahoma trying to 
get some ’and which afterw ards 
I sold and was en a b led to attend 
the University of Virginia,” stat­ 
ed Dr. O. M. Ball, head of the bi­ 
ology departm ent of A. and M. 
C ollege. 
A fter he was graduated from A. 
and M. College with a Bachelor of 
Arts degree, he taught for three 
years at Miller School in Virginia. 
he then married and went to Eu­ 
rope to study at Bonn and Leip­ 
zig universities in Germany. There 
he received his M aster of Arts and 
doctor’s degrees. 
A fter 
finishing 
his 
coureaa 
abroad, Dr. Ball immediately came 
to Texas, arriving at A. and M. 
College in August of 1908. At this 
juncture Dr. Ball facetiously stat­ 
ed that shortly after he arrived 
here a friend said: 
“And so you 
are Doctor Ball? 
Well, you must 
be a horse doctor for I am sure 
you are not a preacher.” 
In speaking of his life’s work, 
Dr. Ball said that, “ biology is the 
.science of living thing* and things 
that have lived.” 
He has spent 
much of hi* time since coming here 
in the interesting work of study­ 
ing fossils, and has found 200 spe­ 
cie* of fossil plants in Texas, most 
of them in Brazos county. Fossil 
forms were untouched until Dr. 
Hall arrived here, and 
he 
says, 
“there are enough interesting fos­ 
sils around here to keep IO men 
busy for the rest of their lives. 
Geology teaches that all of this 
section of the State was once un­ 
der the Bra, and many of hi* dis­ 
coveries are startling to the aver­ 
age layman. 
In reference to progression (this 
is more diplomatic than saying ev­ 
olution), he 
has 
found 
horse's 
hoofs near 
Navasota 
that 
had 
three distinct toes, showing that 
the horses’ feet have 
undergone 
complete changes. 
Dr. Ball has 
the largest collection 
of 
fossil 
plants from the Jackson formation 
of any other man in the State, and 
they show that ten million years 
ago the climate here was similar 
to the way it is 
today, 
except 
slightly warmer. 
Near the post of­ 
fice and court house in Bryan there 
h a v e been 
found 
fossils of the 
giant Sequoia trees similar to those 
found in California. 
Many fos­ 
sils of palms and other trees have 
been discovered here that are now 
growing in Mexico and other trop­ 
ical and semi-tropical areas 
Dr. Ball also goes to Colorado 
every summer to study the fossils 
of that State, and has gathered IOO 
species from that section 
Dr. Ball's hobby is fishing and 
his friend® say that his fishing tales 
are the most truthful and reliable 
ever told in Bryan.

“ My qfgent desire is that Texas 
take the lead, and at once, among 
the Southern states, in establishing 
such a museum as is now being 
urged by the Texas Museum Asso­

Pearce of the University of Texas 
is president. 
For many years I 
have taken a deep interest in the 
riche* Texan has to offer. 
I have 
been a member of the State His­ 
torical Association from its begin­ 
ning, and have long been hopeful 
that a thorough archaeological sur­ 
vey of the state would be conduct­ 
ed before many of the evidences 
have disappeared entirely. 
“The delay has already been se­ 
rious, and while it is not yet hope­ 
less, it behooves Texans to act at 
once and to bring into being this 
im portant project 
of the Texas 
Museum Association to 
found a 
state museum and to follow it w ith 
the prosecution of needed field re­ 
search before it is too late. 
“ There are still living rem nants 
of various Indian tribes which for. 
merly resided within the lim it! of 
Texas so that some of their ethnol­ 
ogy may yet be recovered.

Heralded the land over as one of 
the most beautiful sights in the 
country are the beautiful Hima­ 
layan deodnr trees, which line each 
side of Santa Rosa Avenue, Alta­ 
dena, 
chrniing suburb of Pasa­ 
dena, charming 
suburb of Pasa- 
eve they blaze forth with myriad 
lights of rainbow colors forming! 
the famous “ Mile 
of 
Christmas 
trees.” 
Thousands of people who view 
the spectacle each year learn with) 
interest that the 
deodars grew 
from seeds brought from the Him­ 
alaya Mountains in India by the 
late John Woodbury, a world trav­ 
eler whose home was »n Altadena. 
These seeds 
were 
planted 
in a 
nursery by T. L. Hoag, who was 
foreman of the Woodbury ranch; 
and when they were about two ft tit 
high were transplanted along the 
private driveway 
leading to 
the 
Woodbury residence. 
This drive­ 
way later became Santa Rosa Ave­ 
nue. 
The stately trees, offsprings of 
the age old forests of India, where 
for centuries they have been the 
inspiration of poets and myrtles, 
thrive in the wonderful climate of 
Southern California. 
Their tops 
greet the sky from a height of 
nearly eighty 
feet 
while 
their 
branches spread from thirty to 
J forty feet. 
Their m ajestic splen­ 
dor instills the feeling of repose 
and solitude, and the blue-green 
tills of the branches bespeak the 
charm of growing things. 
in 1920, Fred C. Nash, on* of 
Pasadena’s fa d in g citizens, con­ 
ceived the idea of 
lighting 
the 
beautiful avenue at holiday time, 


forming a mile of magnificent liv­ 
ing Christmas trees. 
The move­ 
ment was immediately sponsored 
by the Kiwanis Club of Pasadena. 
of which he was a member and 
through their efforts the trees were 
first lighted. 
As the success of 
the innovation was recognised in 
the years that followed, the Ki- 
wanis Club received the hearty 
co-operation of the Board of Di- 
reitors of Pasadena and the Mu­ 
nicipal Lighting 
Department in 
placing the wiring and the many 
thousands of lights on the trees; 
and also that of the Southern Cal­ 
ifornia Faison Company in furn­ 
ishing the electricity. 
Each year 
the “ Lighting of the Deodars” is 
inaugurated by the Kiwanis Club 
on Christmas eve with the singing 
of carols in which the jubile joins. 
Approximately half a 
million 
people ride down the avenue be­ 
tween Christmas and New Year 
enjoying this charming and in­ 
spiring sight of the holiday sea­ 
son made possible 
through 
the 
thought and efforts of the build­ 
er* of the Southland.

“Selection of Cows for the Dairy 
Herd” is the subject of the second 
radio lecture on “Farm Dairying” 
delivered over Station \STAW, A. 
and M. College of Tex**, on Dec. 
15 by A. L. Darnell, professor of 
dairy husbandry of the college. Six 
other lectures, one each week, will 
be given in the series. 
Discussing 
selection of cows, 
Prof 
Darnell 
said in part: 
One of the first questions to be 
considered in starting a herd of 
dairy cattle is 
the 
choice 
of a 
breed. 
Although this :s of con­ 
siderable importance in some of the 
states, it is of much less import­ 
ance in Texas. 
There is a ten­ 
dency for some to place too much 
importance upon this matter. The 
most important 
thing 
about the 
whole question is to select some 
particular breed and stick to it, 
rather than to try two or more 
breeds. 
Even worse than that is 
to cross breeds. 
Breeds represent 
the efforts of generations of breed- 
er3 and we should take advantage 
of these many years ot construc­ 
tive work. 
The major breeds of dairy cat­ 
tle, namely the Jerseys, Holsteins, 
Guernseys and Ayrshires, do not 
differ greatly in efficiency. There 
are 
however, 
certain considera­ 
tions that must be taken into ac­ 
count in choosing a breed. 
Some 
of the most important ones are 
breed of cattle most common in 
the community form in which the 
product is to be sold, the probable 
demand for surplus stock, econo­ 
my of production of milk and fat, 
beef value of discarded cows and 
adaptability of calves 
for 
veal, 
preference of the 
breeder, 
and 
other factors. 
The first factor is by far the 
most important one to be consid­ 
ered, and should be given 
much 
more 
prominence. So far as the 
average community is concerned, 
we have only two breed* of dairy 
cattle from which to select, is this 
factor is to govern 
us 
entirely. 
The 1920 census report shows the 
pure bred dairy cattle 
in Texas 
made up by 80.1 per cent Jerseys, 
12.7 per cent Holsteins, twenty- 
five one hundredths of one per 
cent Guernseys, eight one hund­ 
redths per cent Ayrshires, and six 
and eight tenths per cent of all 
other breeds. 
Advantages 
of 
selecting 
the

community 
may be enumerated as follows: 
I, it is a great advantage in selling 
surplus stock; 2, may save expense 
in buying males for breeding and

"^Regarding the probal le demand 
for surplus stock, it may be said 
that the surplus Jerseys in Texas 
are sold much more easily than any 
of the other breeds. 
In the economical production of 
butter fat, the Jersey ranks first, 
Guernsey, second, Ayrshire third, 
and Holstein fourth.

my of milk production 
the 
Hol­ 
stein ranks first, Ayrshire second, 
Guernsey third, and Jersey fourth 
In the percentage of butter fat 
contained in the milk the Jersey 
ranks first with an average of 5.3 
per cent butter fat, Guernsey sec­ 
ond with an average of 5 per cent, 
the Ayrshire third with an aver­ 
age of 3.97 per cent, and the Hol­ 
stein fourth, with average of 3.4 
per cent 
Select What He Like* 
As concerns the best value of 
discarded cows, we might well just 
rank the breeds from the best to 
poorest in this respect. 
I hey rank 
as follows: 
Holstein, 
Ayrshire, 
Jersey and Guernsey. 
They rank 
in teh same order in .espect to 
veal production with tho calves. 
All other things being equal, the 
man should select the breed 
he 
likes best, for in the final analysis 
he Will more likely make a success 
with this breed. 
However, again 
I want to repeat that 
the eco­ 
nomic factors first mentioned are 
much more important than this last 
consideration. 
The success of a dairy farmer 
depends more upon th*- .election 
of the Individual withiii the breed 
than it does upon the choice of a 
breed. If a dairyman is to succeed 
in his business he 
must 
select 
each year the best individual in his 
herd to replace cows passing their 
period of usefulneas. 
In a general way theie are two 
methods of selecting dairy cows. 
The first is by type and conforma­ 
tion, and the second is by records 
of production.
